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Welcome to Issue 28 of Back 
to Prabhupada (BTP). 

Kali-yuga, the era in which we 
live, is characterised as being full 
of hypocrisy: 

"This is the age. Kali. It is 
called Kali. Hypocrisy, simply 
hypocrisy. Kali means full of hy- 
pocrisy." 
(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 26/11/1966) 

So prevalent is such hypocrisy, 
that in Kali-yuga hypocrisy is actu- 
ally seen as the currency by which 
one should live. Rather than be- 
ing an aberration, it is consid- 
ered the principle by which one 
should operate. Hence, without 
batting an eyelid and without 
any shame, hypocrisy will be put 
forward as perfectly normal be- 
haviour. A startlingly striking ex- 
ample of this was given recently 
by co-GBC Secretary for ISKCON 
Mayapur and GBC Secretary for 
the UK and Ireland, Praghosa Das 
("PD"), on the GBC-funded website 
"Dandavats". There PD responds 
to criticism against a GBC paper 
which rebuts the assertions of 
His Holiness Narayana Maharaja 
("NM"), who as our readers may 
know, competes with the GBC's 
own voted-in gurus for ISKCON 
members to be initiated by him. 

PD states: 

1) That responding to NM 
can in no way be considered "of- 
fensive", because the GBC paper 
merely sets "the historical record 
straight", due to NM's "contin- 
ual misrepresentation of Srila 
Prabhupada's instructions". 

2) That levelling the charge 
of "aparadha" against the GBC be- 
cause NM is "senior" is an "unjust 
dynamic", because NM is "free to 
make any presentation, no mat- 
ter how questionable", whilst the 
GBC are not allowed to respond 
without being accused of being 
offensive. 

3) That this "unjust dynam- 
ic" ensures "that while Narayan 
Maharaja should be given the 
natural respect due to a Vaisnava, 



ISKCON devotees can be disre- 
garded and maligned". 

4) That it appears that "the 
fear of Vaisnava aparadha is being 
employed as a mechanism to blur 
the facts." 

5) That when NM repeatedly 
"misrepresents Srila Prabhupada's 
key instructions and intents", 
ISKCON leaders are "duty-bound 
to stand up and set the record 
straight", even if there is "the risk 
of some offense", because "there 
was the certainty of an even great- 
er offense if they had not done so". 

The above are all reasonable 
and logical points. But they car- 
ry just the same weight when ap- 
plied to the IRM "setting the his- 
torical record straight" in relation 
to the GBC's "continual misrepre- 
sentation of Srila Prabhupada's 
instructions"! To not accept this 
would simply be hypocrisy of the 
highest order. Hence, what is ac- 
tually an "unjust dynamic" is the 
GBC complaining about the use of 
"Vaisnava aparadha" being used 
to silence their rebutting NM, 
when the same tactics are used 
against the IRM to silence our re- 
butting the GBC! We are routine- 
ly told that because ISKCON lead- 
ers are "senior Vaisnavas", we can- 
not criticise what they say or do, 
otherwise it would constitute 
"Vaisnava aparadha" or being of- 
fensive. 

A GBC member has accepted 
that it is not "offensive" to point 
out the truth, no matter how"sen- 
ior" the person being corrected 
appears to be. Thus above, we 
have in the words of a GBC offi- 
cial himself, many justifications 
for the IRM's mission to correct 
the GBC's continual misrepresen- 
tation of Srila Prabhupada's in- 
structions, and the old canard of 
"Vaisnava aparadha" can not be 
used to silence the IRM. 

To quote the words of anoth- 
er prominent ISKCON leader and 
GBC emeritus, HH Hridyananda 
DasGoswami: 



"We need the same rules 
[...] 'What's good for the goose 
is good for the gander'" 

{ISKCON Communications Journal, Vol 3, 
Issue 1). 

We expect, therefore, to nev- 
er again hear the complaint of 
"Vaisnava aparadha" against the 
IRM for pointing out the GBC's 
errors. Rather, we expect to be 
judged on the facts, just as the 
GBC are appealing for their rebut- 
tal to be evaluated. 

Thus, with the same argu- 
ments regarding "being offensive" 
being considered fair when used 
against the IRM by the GBC, but 
unfair if used against the GBC by 
others, things are being turned 
upside down, or topsy-turvy. 
And, lo and behold, this is exact- 
ly what the hypocrisy of Kali-yuga 
is known as: 

"Therefore, by the influence 
of the age of Kali, everywhere, 
politically, socially or religious- 
ly, everything is topsy-turvy, and 
therefore for the sane man it is 
all regrettable." 
{Srimad-Bhagavatam, 1:16:22 purport) 

As the quote above illustrates, 
such "topsy-turvy" behaviour ap- 
plies to the religious sphere as 
well, and unfortunately it is to- 
day epitomised by those who 
are officially supposed to be Srila 
Prabhupada's representatives. 

On the pages of this issue we 
give many more examples of how 
hypocrisy is the standard for be- 
haviour for the acting GBC and 
its supporters. Page 12 analyses 
the above-mentioned GBC paper 
against NM, and other examples 
of hypocrisy can be found on pag- 
es 13, 15 and the back page, prov- 
ing that Kali operates right at the 
heart of the current GBC.

BBT not meant for publishing fiction

After founding the International 
Society for Krishna con- 
sciousness (ISKCON) in 1966, Srila 
Prabhupada established "ISKCON 
Press" for printing his books. 
Subsequently, to manage the op- 
erations of printing his books, in- 
cluding the activities of ISKCON 
Press, a trust was incorporated, 
called The Bhaktivedanta Book 
Trust (BBT). We examine here 
what ISKCON Press and BBT were 
set up to print and publish, and 
further examine what the BBT to- 
day is actually printing. 

ISKCON Press 

"In the meantime, the press 
is ready. The press has already 
begun to print, and without 
having any book ready, they are 
printing other materials. But 
the press is specifically meant 
for printing my books." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, November 14th, 
1969) 

"The ISKCON Press was spe- 
cifically established exclusively 
for printing my books." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, July 27th, 1 970) 

"ISKCON Press is simply 
meant for printing our books" 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, May 17th, 1971) 

Thisisclear-cut: Srila Prabhupada 
set up ISKCON Press to only print 
his writings. 

ISKCON Press and BBT 

"So far my books are con- 
cerned, I am setting up a dif- 
ferent body of management 
known as the BHAKTIVEDANTA 
BOOK TRUST. The trustees of 
this body are also members 
of the GBC, but their function 
is not dependent on the GBC. 
ISKCON Press was created for 
the exclusive publication of 
my books and literatures and 
should be continued in that 
way." 

(Srila Prabhupada's Direction of 
Management, July 28th, 1970) 



"The proceeds allocated to 
the Book Fund shall be used for 
the following purposes, all in 
the discretion of the Trustees, 
in whom I have complete confi- 
dence: 

Printing and reprinting of 
books; 

Directing and managing all 
publicity and distribution of my 
books; 

Processing all copyrights 
and legal rights to my books; 

Allocating funds as they 
see fit to ISKCON Press and di- 
recting the operation of the ac- 
tivities of ISKCON Press in the 
printing and reprinting of said 
books. " 

(BHAKTIVEDANTA B00KTRUST AGREEMENT, 
BBT Agreement, May 29th, 1972, emphasis 
added.

Srila Prabhupada announces 
that a trust will be formed specif- 
ically for the purpose of manag- 
ing the publishing of all books via 
ISKCON Press, which as we have 
already seen, was set up to only 
print Srila Prabhupada's books. 

BBT -That is my will 



'The Bhaktivedanta Book 
Trust account will be used to 
publish my books and litera- 
ture and to establish Temples 
throughout the world" 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter to BBT Trustees, 
July 29th, 1970) 

"They shall combined- 
ly collect the sales proceeds 
from each Center and utilize all 
funds for the printing of Srila 
Prabhupada's books and the 
construction of ISKCON Centers 
all over the world. Not a far- 
thing is to be spent for any oth- 
er purpose." 

(Letter to all ISKCON Temple Presidents, 
Karandhara dasa Adhikari, April 22nd, 
1972, APPROVED: A.C. Bhaktivedanta 
Swami, FoundeMairyfl of ISKCON) 



"We are printing more 
books. This is my books. I have 
made a Bhaktivedanta Book 
Trust. That is my will, and I have 
given my will that fifty per- 
cent of the collection should be 
spent for reprinting the books 
and fifty percent should be 
spent for spreading the move- 
ment." 

(Srila Prabhupada Conversation, April 20th, 
1976) 

This states clearly that the 
printing activities of the trust 
pertain to the printing of Srila 
Prabhupada's books. 

Non-authorised BBT printings 

It is clear that the BBT was 
set up to only publish Srila 
Prabhupada's works. Additionally, 
Srila Prabhupada gave specif- 
ic one-off authorisation for the 
BBT printing of a handful of oth- 
er works which he approved. 
However, the BBT today routine- 
ly prints works which are neither 
by Srila Prabhupada, nor which 
received specific authorisation 
from him to be printed by the BBT. 
Some examples are cookbooks 
(e.g. The Book of Eggfree Cakes, 
Vegetarian World Food) and books 
on Indian culture (e.g. The Hidden 
Glory of India). 

As well as the BBT not being 
authorised by Srila Prabhupada 
to print these works, they 
are not even in line with Srila 
Prabhupada's teachings: 

"But we should not waste 
time encouraging vegetarian- 
ism as opposed to meat eat- 
ing. We want to encourage 
prasadam taking and that is au- 
tomatically vegetarian." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, January 9th, 1976) 

The BBT now wishes to go 
even further in its non-author- 
ised, non-Prabhupada publishing 
program. The trust set up specifi- 
cally to publish Srila Prabhupada's 
transcendental words now wishes 
to publish fiction!: 



A new BBT project - 
call to authors 
The BBT would like to showcase 
some of the best short story 
(fiction), creative nonaction, 
and poetry writing in ISKCON. 
Devotees are invited to submit 
their work for consideration. 
The proposed book will be 
similar in size and binding 
to the Hidden Glory of India, 
published by the BBT. 
(http://news.iskcon.org, March 25th, 2010) 

Again, this unauthorised pro- 
gram has nothing to do with Srila 
Prabhupada's teachings: 

"We are not fiction writers." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, January 18th, 
1976) 

Conclusion 

ISKCON was established by Srila 
Prabhupada to be a"Prabhupada- 
only" movement, with himself as 
ISKCON's only diksha guru, with 
ISKCON's teachings based only 
on Srila Prabhupada's books, with 
ISKCON's standards and rules 
based only on Srila Prabhupada 
instructions, and the BBT was sim- 
ilarly established to only publish 
Srila Prabhupada's books. The re- 
moval of Srila Prabhupada as 
ISKCON's guru began the grad- 
ual move away by ISKCON from 
reliance on Srila Prabhupada, 
with new gurus, new teachings, 
new books, and now even the 
"Bhaktivedanta" Book Trust is be- 
ginning the process of moving 
away from exclusive reliance on 
"Bhaktivedanta". It has moved so 
far away from the transcendental, 
factual teachings given by Srila 
Prabhupada, that it now wishes to 
publish the fictional imaginations 
of anyone and everyone! 

Clearly, therefore, today's 
ISKCON and BBT are not the 
"Prabhupada-only" entities estab- 
lished by Srila Prabhupada, and 
it is these entities which the IRM 
wishes to see revived and re-es- 
tablished. 
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Lord Krishna turned into cartoon fiction 



Followers of Srila Prabhupada 
accept the pastimes of Lord 
Krishna, and His incarnations 
such as Lord Rama, as narrated in 
the scriptures such as the Srimad- 
Bhagavatam and Ramayana, 
as being literally true histori- 
cal events, wherein the Supreme 
Personality of Godhead and His 
Divine incarnations actually ap- 
peared and walked the earth, en- 
acting Their transcendental pas- 
times. This is in marked contrast 
to other belief systems which 
claim that the pastimes and 
Godhead status of such person- 
alities are merely fables and leg- 
ends - that is, fictional, figurative 
and allegorical stories, told specif- 
ically for the purpose of convey- 
ing moral messages. 

Promoting Lord Krishna as 
fiction 

A multi-million dollar animat- 
ed cartoon series about Lord 
Krishna and His pastimes, called 
Little Krishna ("LK"), has been pro- 
duced in the form of thirteen 23 
minute episodes, with a DVD ver- 
sion which re-packages those 13 
episodes into 3 larger segments. 
To ensure that the audience are 
left in no doubt that what they 
are about to see is fictional, at the 
beginning of every single episode 
or DVD segment of LK, the follow- 
ing special notice is broadcast: 

"The stories and the treat- 
ment expressed herein are well 
and thoroughly researched and 
are based on 5000 years old fa- 
bles from India's rich cultural 
heritage. The Serial is present- 
ed here in good faith for view- 
ers enjoyment and entertain- 
ment". 

We are specifically told in ad- 
vance that the material which 
follows is based on fables, rath- 
er than reality, presented for 
the purposes of entertainment. 
Additionally, the mythological na- 
ture of Krishna and His pastimes is 
reinforced by continually empha- 



sising Krishna's status as a legend 
throughout the entire series: 

a) The title of one of the 3 
DVD segments is: "The Legendary 
warrior". 

b) A narration is added 
throughout the series to remind 
us that Krishna is legendary, e.g. 

Narrator: "Kamsa, the arro- 
gant cruel King of Mathura was 
petrified of his end at the hands 
of his angel of death. Little 
Krishna, the legendary warrior 
of Vrindavana" 

("Fire and Fury", episode 5, ("The Legendary 
Warrior" in the DVD version) ) 

Narrator: "And so. Little 
Krishna, the legendary warrior 
saved His beloved Vrindavana ..." 
("Assault of the Lethal Bird", episode 9, 
("The Legendary Warrior" in the DVD ver- 
sion)) 

Srila Prabhupada on fables 

Srila Prabhupada states that 
fables are the allegorical and fig- 
urative alternative to the reality of 
Krishna's literal pastimes: 

David Lawrence: "Where, is it 
the demoness Putana takes Krsna 
and Krsna sucks her breast?" 

Syamasundara: "Should it be 
taken literally or allegorically?" 

Prabhupada: "No, literally, lit- 
erally." 

David Lawrence: "Yeah, liter- 
ally as a physical fact." 

Prabhupada: "Oh yes, oh yes." 

David Lawrence: "Now, hav- 
ing said that then, if one goes on 
logically..." 

Prabhupada: "You'll find so 
many demons like Putana even at 
the present moment." 

David Lawrence: "So one 
could leap from behind a tree, 
putting it tritely if you like." 

Prabhupada: "The, the 
Bhagavatam, there is nothing- 
well, there are some figurative 
use. Just like we speak the sto- 
ry of Aesop's fables. That is for in- 
struction. Just like jackal is talking 
with a lion. You see? So, there are 
stories like that." 



David Lawrence: "Yes, there 
are figurative stories." 

Prabhupada: "Yes." 
(Morning walk, 30/8/1973) 

"Factually the path of bhak- 
ti-yoga is the path of hearing 
directly about the pastimes 
of the Supreme Personality of 
Godhead (sravanam kirtanam 
visnoh [SB 7.5.23]), but those 
who are not interested in hear- 
ing directly about the activi- 
ties of the Lord, or who cannot 
understand them, can very ef- 
fectively hear such stories and 
fables as this one narrated by 
Narada Muni. (The allegory of 
King Puranjana)." 
[Srimad-Bhagavatam, 4.28.65, purport) 

"original face, original per- 
son, is Krsna. If you decorate 
Krsna very nicely, then you will 
be also seen very much decorat- 
ed. If you... Practically we see. 
There is no fable. We are offer- 
ing Krsna nice foodstuff, so we 
are eating this nice prasadam 
which we never conceived or 
dreamed, dreamt in our life." 
(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 18/2/1976) 

Srila Prabhupada on Krishna 
as legend 

Similarly, Srila Prabhupada 
makes it clear that those who do 
not accept Krishna's activities as 
real, deride them as being legen- 
dary: 

"Lifting a mountain at the 
age of seven years and marry- 
ing sixteen thousand wives in 
the prime of His youth are some 
of the examples of His infinite 
energy, but the mudhas, after 
seeing them or hearing about 
them, decry them as legen- 
dary and take the Lord as one 
of them." 
[Srimad-Bhagavatam, 2.10.10, purport) 

"When they are challenged 
by Krsna's pastimes, these ras- 
cals say, "It is all fiction; it is all 
legend. [...] So, God sometimes 
displays Himself as God and 
sometimes as a human being. 



but the rascal impersonalists 
dismiss His pastimes as legend 
or mythology." 
[A Second Chance) 

"When God displays Himself 
as God, the rascals take it as leg- 
end. Just see. They do not be- 
lieve in the sastras. [...] Krsna's 
lifting the Govardhana Hill, 
what, how they interpret it? I 
know, the Mayavadis, they do 
not accept. Or "Krsna is ordi- 
nary human being." The Arya- 
samajis and others, they take 
it as legend. But the acaryas, 
they do not take it as legend. 
Therefore we have to follow the 
acaryas." 
(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 13/12/1970) 

ISKC0N promotes Little 
Krishna fiction 

The producers and promoters 
of LK are as follows: 

1) Executive Producer: 
Madhu Pandit Dasa 

Story Research, Concept & 
Design: Chanchalapati Dasa 

"In addition to all these, 
we have spent Rs.21 crores ($5 
million US Dollars) in produc- 
ing a world class animation 
project on Krishna's pastimes in 
Vrindavan. (Little Krishna, a 13 
episode series is being current- 
ly broadcast on Nick channel. 
This is a co-production with Big 
Animation)." 

(An address by Madhu Pandit Dasa, 
28/7/2009, press conference) 

Madhu Pandit Dasa and 
Chanchalapati Dasa are the 
President and Vice President 
of ISKCON Bangalore. ("Big 
Animation" is a commercial com- 
pany that partnered on the pro- 
duction). 

2) ISKCON temples all over 
the world, including in North 
America and Europe, distribute 
LK. 

3) GBC member, Hari Vilasa 
Das, is a particularly enthusias- 
tic supporter of LK who has or- 
ganised special "Saturday Movie 
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Nights" with "pizza and popcorn" 
at his ISKCON Seattle temple, to 
broadcast LK. 

Though we can fully under- 
stand a commercial company 
producing a series like LK, giv- 
en Srila Prabhupada's teachings 
one would not expect any follow- 
er of Srila Prabhupada to be party 
to any depiction of Lord Krishna's 
pastimes as fables and legends. 
However, as noted, the LK series 
is co-produced and promoted by 
ISKCON devotees and temples. 

Srila Prabhupada's warnings 

Srila Prabhupada also gave 
the following warnings in relation 
to filming Krishna's pastimes: 

"You should know it that 
Krsna is not a plaything. These 
things should strictly not be 
done. (About trying to have karmis 
make a movie on Krsna Book). If 
you do this, then Krsna will be- 
come a fairy tale. Please drop 
this matter." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 20/7/1974) 

"I appreciate your interest 
in making the Krishna book film 
but it is not important for now. 
[...] I do not care very much for 
these filmings because by pre- 
senting Krishna in this way it 
makes it something like fanta- 
sy. It is better to have people 
to read my Krishna books what 
I have written so that they can 
understand Krishna fully." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 20/8/1974) 

"You are going to produce 
some film. Begin from the first 
chapter of Srimad-Bhagavatam. 
Why you jump over the Tenth 
Canto? That is kept very confi- 
dential. Unless one understands 
[...] So Sukadeva Gosvami has 
arranged in such a way that 
one should understand what 
is Krsna by reading these nine 
cantos. Then he can enter into 
the Krsna's Ma and Krsna's 
birth." 

(Srila Prabhupada Room Conversation, 
22/1/77) 

"The point is that these 
drawings should be realistic. 
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Not that you make Krishna a 
cartoon character and there- 
fore laughing stock." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 18/8/1971) 

Srila Prabhupada has specif- 
ically warned against depicting 
Krishna's pastimes via film and 
also depicting Krishna as a car- 
toon character, to prevent Lord 
Krishna coming across as unreal. 
Yet, here in LK, we have Krishna 
depicted both in film and as a 
cartoon character! And for good 
measure, LK has gone the addi- 
tional step of specifically adding 
that it is unreal, by saying it is a fa- 
ble and legend. 

Not based on Srila 
Prabhupada's teachings 

As if all the above was not 
a deviation enough from Srila 
Prabhupada's teachings, /./Calso de- 
picts many incidents which are 
not even from Srila Prabhupada's 
teachings. Using Srila Prabhupada's 
method that "you take one grain of 
rice" to check if "the whole rice is 
cooked" (Lecture, 12/5/1974), we 
present the following summary 
of one episode picked random- 
ly from the middle of the series, 
which is episode 7, titled "The 
Deadly Donkey" ("The wonderous 
feats" in the DVD format): 

Scene 1: Lord Indra plans to 
steal'Tal Nectar" from Kamsa's pri- 
vate orchard, which is guarded by 
the demon, Dhenukasura. 

Scene 2: Srimati Radharani 
and Her two friends, Lalita and 
Vishaka, are allured by the smell 
of the Tal fruit and decide to go 
in search of it, and arriving at the 
gates of Kamsa's orchard, real- 
ise this is the place that Mother 
Yasoda warned them to stay far 
away from. 

Scene 3: The cows in the care 
of Krishna and His friends also be- 
come seduced by the aroma of 
theTal-fruit and go wandering to- 
wards it, prompting Krishna and 
His friends to go running after 
them, and arriving at Kamsa's or- 
chard, They also set off to secretly 
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steal some fruit. 

Scene 4: Krishna instructs 
a monkey called Dadiloba, to 
'"keep an eye on Dhenuka'", so 
they can secretly steal the fruit, 
and Dadiloba fails to distract 
Dhenukasura after he is alerted 
to the presence of Krishna and His 
friends. 

Scene 5: Krishna then has 
a battle with Dhenukasura in 
the sky, some of which Mother 
Yasoda witnesses, as she, Nanda 
Maharaja and other inhabitants 
of Vrindavana make their way to- 
wards Kamsa's orchard, finally be- 
ing reunited with Krishna there. 

None of the above is men- 
tioned bySrila Prabhupada, mean- 
ing the entire episode from start 
to finish contains incidents which 
are not from Srila Prabhupada's 
teachings. Similarly, the whole se- 
ries abounds with incidents never 
mentioned by Srila Prabhupada. 

Making money from Krishna 

The following statements de- 
tail the purpose behind the LK 
project: 

"When we researched quite 
a few Indian properties that 
have done well over the period 
of last few years, it's been one 
single character that has been 
known internationally, and be- 
yond the people of Indian ori- 
gin, was definitely Krishna." 
(Ashish S.K., CEO, Big Animation, 
http://bit.ly/dxas10 , 2 mins 20 sees) 

"Interesting stories of Krishna 
in his younger days allow the 
kids to form an immediate asso- 
ciation with our legendary char- 
acter" 
(Chanchalapati Das, http://bit.ly/9KJH7l) 

"In fact, Krishna-Ma has all 
the elements of intrigue, dra- 
ma and and emotions which are 
very much essential to make 
an exciting animation which 
would be termed as successful 
in terms of entertaining as well 
as in terms of educating about 
the qualities and nature of this 
wonderful heritage character, 



Krishna." 

(Madhu Pandit Das, http://bit.ly/9elbj6, 
4mins 42 sees) 

"Strong concept: The core 
of the concept is a never-failing 
combination of heritage and ac- 
tion, garnished and presented 
in top-class 3D animation style. 

Concept Neutrality: Krishna 
as a concept is widely diffused 
and is a heritage property with 
global salience 

Alternate channels: Concept 
lends itself to endless revenue 
manipulations. 

Egs - Video games, 
Comic Books, Mobisodes, 
Merchandise, Home entertain- 
ment etc 

The product truly offers a 
global landscape of consump- 
tion, revenue generation and 
branding possibilities." 
(http://bit.ly/c3JBMU) 

The aim was to utilise Krishna's 
"brand value" among consum- 
ers as a successful "Indian prop- 
erty" and "legendary heritage 
character", leading to substan- 
tial "revenue generation" pos- 
sibilities and "endless revenue 
manipulations". Thus, the main 
thrust behind the project was 
commercial, rather than adher- 
ence to Srila Prabhupada's teach- 
ings, and consequently it is no 
suprise that Srila Prabhupada's 
teachings were not adhered to. 

Conclusion 

We have already document- 
ed in previous issues how com- 
mercialisation has heavily influ- 
enced ISKCON, leading to Srila 
Prabhupada's standards and 
teachings being sacrificed in the 
pursuit of profit. Now ISKCON 
devotees and temples have be- 
come party to producing and pro- 
moting a commercial, non-Prab- 
hupada presentation of Krishna 
and His pastimes. 

The spread of commercial- 
ism in ISKCON has now extended 
to Lord Krishna's transcendental 
pastimes, and we can only won- 
der what ISKCON will do next.

My first encounter with Srila 
Prabhupada was when I was 
16. At this time I took, or should 
I say, stole the Bhagavad-gita As 
It Is from my local library in New 
Jersey. At that time I didn't know 
what type of book it was. I sim- 
ply felt the urge to take it. So I 
did. When I got home I tried but 
I couldn't understand the book. 
On the back cover, I saw the pic- 
ture of a man, the author, staring 
deep into the heavens with stern 
and sober eyes. He seemed oth- 
er-worldly. Furthermore, there 
were portraits in the book that 
were a bit science-fiction-like, 
that seemed quite unearthly and 
out-of-this-world. With my puz- 
zlement, I leafed through the 
book. Here and there it spoke 
about a battle, planets, destina- 
tions, elements, and especially it 
had much to say about the mind 
and the soul. On almost every 
other page, I would encounter 
this bizarre name and its bizarre 
spelling: "Krsna". Who or what is 
Krsna?, my inexperienced mind 
had asked. Tired and fatigued, I 
gave up reading and tossed the 
book into my book closet and 
there it would lie for many, many 
years to come. Life would go on, 
but this small episode remained 
buried deep in my subconscious, 
as though it had been quite insig- 
nificant. 

High school came and went, 
and college passed along too. I 
graduated from a prestigious Ivy 
League university and expect- 
ed to have a great future. In par- 
ticular I had the ambition to one 
day number among the greatest 
writers, and therefore was always 



reading and writing. Literature, 
my all-consuming passion, urged 
me to plan to write great poems 
and great epics. Following this 
order, I took to searching for di- 
verse themes and topics in every 
way and along every path. Soon, 
my search would somehow lead 
me to print out from the internet 
the Bhagavad-gita and some 
Buddhist texts. The flavor of my 
writings, I thought, would be 
enormously improved by the per- 
spective of these Eastern books. 
By the grace of these books and 
many others, armed with an itin- 
erary of plots, facts, and wise say- 
ings, I could eventually write the 
world-changing epics and po- 
ems I felt I was destined to write 
- or so I thought. However, un- 
beknownst to me and my plans, 
a higher power would intervene. 
While reading the Buddhist 
texts, I had, or began to have, 
what is commonly called in tran- 
scendence 'an awakening'. For 
suddenly I felt as though I was be- 
ing set free from an inconceiva- 
ble confinement. Put right-side 
up, if you will. It was then that I 
realized, without the shadow of 
a doubt, that we, all living enti- 
ties, were somehow all connect- 
ed and could never be separat- 
ed from one another. Thereafter, 
I began to imagine a silver cur- 
rent of effulgent rope that passes 
through the body of every person 
that I met. An umbilical cord of 
suffused brightness connecting 
every living person, every breath- 
ing thing. "Is this what is called lib- 
eration?" I thought to myself. The 
more I read, the more I wanted to 
experience. On the subway home 
to Newark that evening, I couldn't 
stop reading. After reading the 
Buddhist texts, I immediately 
reached out for the the Bhagavad- 
gita, hungry for more of the same. 
What the Buddhist texts had hint- 
ed on was suddenly brought to 
their brightest conclusions by the 
Bhagavad-gita. All my questions 



about life, the world, death and 
the afterlife, were answered with- 
out a tinge of doubt. "Why hadn't 
I experienced these sensations be- 
fore?", I lamented. 

At home, to my total amaze- 
ment and with new-found respect 
for the wonders of the transcen- 
dental process, I rediscovered, in 
my unkempt closet, the long-for- 
gotten copy of the Bhagavad-gita 
As It Is I had stolen in my youth. 
From then on, things happened 
very fast. I began to find Srila 
Prabhupada's books left and right. 
Bookstores and libraries that I had 
frequented for many years would 
suddenly exhume their treasury 
of Srila Prabhupada's books. 

Now here, at last, was philos- 
ophy! Here was reason and nec- 
tarean delight in a single bound! 
I was astonished by the simplicity 
and depth of Srila Prabhupada's 
writings. They were not only re- 
markable, they were the evidence 
of a great God-sent personality, 
whose words were identical to his 
very person. Furthermore, I was 
defeated by the honey-like prose 
of these books, and maybe also 
secretly envious! Here was scrip- 
ture with an infallible philosophy 
of the highest order. The topic 
of self-realization has bewildered 
the philosophers, poets, politi- 
cians and many so-called great 
sages of society in almost eve- 
ry age. However, by grace of his 
effortless manner of prose, Srila 
Prabhupada could make an un- 
complicated presentation while 
simultaneously attracting the 
sensibilities to the message of the 
Absolute Personality of Godhead, 
Sri Krishna. 

Eager for more of Srila 
Prabhupada's books, I received on 
the subway the book Beyond Birth 
and Death, and the address of an 
ISKCON temple in Manhattan, 
New York. I went along, looking, 
more than anything, to buy books 
from the temple. I bought three 
cantos of Srimad-Bhagavatam 



and was invited to the tem- 
ple programs. The books recom- 
mended that we must live in the 
association of the devotees, and 
I took it as a sign from Krishna 
that I should join the temple as 
a brahmachari (celibate monk). 
However, I was by nature very 
cautious, and not one to jump 
hastily into things, and therefore 
took things slowly. As I was lat- 
er to discover, this hesitation was 
to be Krishna's arrangement! I be- 
gan visiting the temple regular- 
ly for programs, and at one meet- 
ing, someone told me that there 
was also another group of Krishna 
devotees who met in Manhattan 
nearby. 

At that time, I was quite eager 
to be absorbed in as much Krsna 
conscious activities as I possibly 
could, and so was happy to go 
along. When I met the devotees 
there, I immediately felt at home. 
There was a simplicity in the air, 
and I could feel that the people 
here had the sincerest intentions. 
Most importantly, I met two ex- 
ceptionally well-versed devotees, 
Brahmabhuta Das and his wife 
Mother Vani Devi Dasi, who were 
both very compassionate, toler- 
ant, and straightforward in their 
conviction that Srila Prabhupada 
is the only initiating spiritual mas- 
ter of ISKCON. They told me that 
theywerepartofamovement,the 
ISKCON Revival Movement (IRM), 
which was Srila Prabhupada's 
true movement, and that the "of- 
ficial" ISKCON was no longer rep- 
resenting Srila Prabhupada. And 
further, I was free to investigate 
these matters and form my own 
conclusions. 

I became a regular visitor at 
the IRM meetings, and the pro- 
grams and prasadam were always 
blissful, and I got to meet many 
like-minded devotees. However, 
I would still visit the "official" 
ISKCON temples in Manhattan, 
of which there were two, as well 
as investigate the subject matter 
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on my own. Soon I began to read 
BTPsandvisitthelRM website. The 
more I read the more I was sure 
that Krishnakant Prabhu, without 
a doubt, is Krishna-sent. Besides, 
the IRM's position is never senti- 
mental. Rather, every argument 
is followed by direct affirmations 
from ISKCON's initiating guru, 
Srila Prabhupada. It presents the 
facts. It presents the quotes sup- 
porting the facts. Furthermore, 
The Final Order presents a com- 
pelling argument exposing all de- 
tractors. There was no contest: 
Prabhupada hadn't ordered an- 
yone to be guru. What to speak 
of rubber-stamping a collectivity! 
Therefore, I could not see how an- 
yone in ISKCON could deny the ar- 
gument of the IRM. 

As stated, I was still attending 
programs at the official ISKCON 
temple, and soon I noticed star- 
tling changes at the temple, 
some of which the BTPs were al- 
ready reporting. For instance, Srila 
Prabhupada's picture had been 
removed from the temple altar! 
Also, there were notices here and 
there in the building advertising 
yoga courses. Again, I was puz- 
zled. Wasn't this a Hare Krishna 
temple? Why propagate the 
mechanical yoga systems? Isn't 
Krishna Consciousness sufficient 
in itself? These changes can only 
mean that the temple isn't com- 
pletely satisfied with propagat- 
ing Krishna Consciousness. It also 
confirmed the position of the IRM 
condemning these unsanctioned 
activities. 

Another issue that puzzled 
me at the temple was the retreats. 
Devotees would go on retreats to 
chant in isolation. Whatever hap- 
pened to street Harinamas (public 
chanting), widespread book dis- 
tribution, and prasadam (sanc- 
tified food) distribution even? 
Why would brahmacharis desire 
to want to chant anywhere else 
than before the lotus feet of the 
temple Deities, Their Lordships Sri 
Sri Radha Murlidhara? Onetime I 
used to see one of the new brah- 
macharis at the temple, after the

morning prayers, chant before 
the photo of his GBC-appointed 
ISKCON guru. I couldn't help but 
feel that this young brahmachari 
was staking his spiritual salvation 
on an unqualified and unauthor- 
ized person. I also found that no 
one was either willing or able to 
defeat the IRM's arguments. No 
one just seemed to care. What 
mattered was that they were do- 
ing what they wanted to do at 
that particular time, and not what 
Srila Prabhupada wanted. 

These deviations and the 
offences that follow them are 
too numerous to recount. Srila 
Prabhupada's teachings are wa- 
tered-down to accommodate the 
public. The unauthorized succes- 
sor gurus are authorizing all sorts 
of nonsense. It's no surprise that 
they can't even preach straight- 
forward Krishna conscious- 
ness. I often heard the gurus and 
their disciples try and impress 
a crowd with stories and tales 
which have no connection to Srila 
Prabhupada's books. ISKCON is 
not willing to tell people to imme- 
diately surrender to Krishna and 
forget all other processes. The 
IRM has fully documented and 
continues to document these cas- 
es. However, the bogus gurus and 
their supporters are convinced 
they own the temples, the books, 
and even the Deities themselves. 
They ban and intimidate whom- 
ever they choose to disagree 
with. This is a sign of fear. Truth- 
followers are never intimidated or 
afraid. For where there is fear and 



intimidation, there is the defeat- 
ed side. Unfortunately ISKCON 
has become a club of bullied con- 
sented; it is an organization mo- 
tivated by the fear of losing priv- 
ileges. The guru-stamping insti- 
tution is worse than bogus. It is a 
great offense to Srila Prabhupada. 
However, we find that the killers 
of this movement, the so-called 
cheating gurus and their support- 
ers, don't mind. They have lost 
sight of everything. 

Therefore, the IRM is justified 
in its attempt to revive ISKCON 
and bring it back to its true own- 
er, the only acharya and initi- 
ating spiritual master of the 
whole movement, His Divine 
Grace A.C. Bhaktivedanta Swami 
Prabhupada. By doing so, it 
presents the only solution, that is, 
reinstating His Divine Grace as the 
sole initiator in the movement, 
and reinstating all his instructions, 
and all of us should help serve to 
propagate the movement as per 
his instructions. 

As for myself, I have now been 
doing book distribution for more 
than a year, and I take the BTPs 
with mejustincasel meet ex-dev- 
otees, or even anyone who seems 
very much interested in Krishna 
consciousness. In addition, I en- 
sure all the books have special 
stickers warning the readers to 
not get sucked in by the guru 
hoax. Grateful for all the knowl- 
edge and genuine association 
that I have received, I look for- 
ward to getting more and more 
involved in the cause of the IRM.

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Books more important than temples 



On page 5 of this issue, we illustrate the move away from the exclusive publishing and distribution of Srila Prabhupada's books by his pub- 
lishing house the BBT, towards the publication of a variety of literature not authorised by Srila Prabhupada. In addition, on page 11 of this 
issue, as well as on the back cover of BTP 25, we highlight the minimisation of Srila Prabhupada's books by ISKCON GBC voted-in guru HH Gaura 
Govinda Swami. And on page 7 of BTP 27 ("Book changes means defeat"), we demonstrate how changing the words in Srila Prabhupada's books 
has become an essential cheating mechanism for ISKCON's guru hoaxers to sustain their guru hoax. We should, however, not be surprised that 
Srila Prabhupada's books are today being changed and de-emphasised in favour of other books. After all, if you kick the genuine guru out from 
his own seat, his teachings no longer matter either- except, of course, when needing to recruit new "disciples"! The following quotes emphasise 
the importance of adhering rigidly to only Srila Prabhupada's books above all else. 



Books more important than 
temples 

"My Guru Maharaja liked the 
publication of books very nice. He 
liked publication of books more 
than construction of Temples." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 15/5/1970) 

"My Guru Maharaja asked me 
that "If you get some money, you 
print books." So there was a pri- 
vate meeting, talking, some of my 
important Godbrothers also there. 
It was in Radha-kunda. So Guru 
Maharaja was speaking to me 
that "Since we have got this Bagh 
Bazaar marble temple, there has 
been so many dissensions, and eve- 
ryone thinking who will occupy 
this room or that room, that room. 
I wish, therefore, to sell this tem- 
ple and the marble and print some 
book." Yes. So I took up this from 
his mouth, that he is very fond of 
books." 

(Srila Prabhupada Arrival Address, 
20/6/1975) 

"[My Guru Maharaj] personally 
instructed me that books are more 
important than big temples. At 
Radha Kunda he told me that since 
constructing the big marble temple 
at Bhag Bazar, there have been so 
many difficulties. Our men are en- 
vious over who will live in which 
room. I think it would be better 



to take off all the marbles and sell 
them and print books. He told me 
this personally. So I am always em- 
phasizing book distribution. [...] 
book distribution is the best kir- 
tana." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 24/10,1974) 

"You have taken the right view 
of the importance of my books. 
Books will always remain. That 
was the view of my Guru Maharaja, 
and I also have taken it. Therefore 
I started my movement with my 
books. And we shall be able to 
maintain everything with the sales 
of the books. The temples will be 
maintained by the book sales, and 
if there are no more temples, then 
the books shall remain." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 11/8/1973) 

ISKCON means Srila 
Prabhupada's books 

"This mission has been estab- 
lished simply on the publishing and 
distribution of my books. So get 
them translated and published as 
soon as possible." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 26/7/1975) 

Srila Prabhupada's books as 
good as his personal presence 

"There are two types of 
Bhagavatas, namely the book 
Bhagavata and the devo- 



tee Bhagavata. [...] A devotee 
Bhagavata is as good as the book 
Bhagavata because the devotee 
Bhagavata leads his life in terms of 
the book Bhagavata and the book 
Bhagavata Is full of information 
about the Personality of Godhead 
and His pure devotees, who are also 
Bhagavatas. Bhagavata book and 
person are identical." 
{Srimad-Bhagavatam, 1.2.18, purport) 

Rascal editors change books 

"These rascal editorial [...] It 
is very serious situation. You write 
one letter that "Why you have made 
so many changes?" And whom to 
write? Who will care? All rascals 
are there. Write to Satsvarupa that 
"This is the position. They are doing 
anything and everything at their 
whim." The next printing should be 
again to the original way. [...] So 
write them immediately that "The 
rascal editors, they are doing hav- 
oc [...j So they are doing very freely 
and dangerously." 
(Srila Prabhupada Conversation, 22/6/1977) 

Srila Prabhupada's books 
enough 

"We have got enough books 
to read, these books. If you read 
our books, in your whole lifetime 
you cannot finish it. And that is re- 



quired to understand Krsna. That is

"If he... If one takes one book, 
at least one day he'll read it: "Let 
me see what is this book I have pur- 
chased the other day."

Books more important than 
death 

"Although I am practically on 
the path of death, still I cannot for- 
get about my publications. I wish 
that if I live or die you should take 
very serious care for my publica- 
tions."

"When I was alone there were 
three volumes published but dur- 
ing the last two years I could not 
publish a single volume more. It is 
a great defeat. If I have one or two 
sincere souls like you and if we can 
make more publications, then our 
mission will be a great success, lam 
prepared to sit down underneath a 
tree with one sincere soul and in 
such activity I shall be free from all 
diseases."

3) Srila Prabhupada issued a 
directive to all GBC members on 
July 9th, 1977, establishing him- 
self as the only guru in ISKCON via 
an initiation system using officiat- 
ing priests known as ritviks.

They are coming from a 
spiritual position which is not 
pure because it is not respectful 
of the Brahma Madhava Gaudiya 
Sampradaya disciplic succession 
to which belongs [...]

Editor replies: 

You have stated that ISKCON 
guru HH Gaur Govinda Swami 
("GGS") is a member of the disciplic 
succession. However, GGS does 
not even preach the same philos- 
ophy as Srila Prabhupada. For ex- 
ample, GGS states that: 

1) Srila Prabhupada's tapes 
are useless for acquiring spiritual 
knowledge: 

"Sabda-brahma* will never de- 
scend through a tape." 
(GGS, 'Q&A', The Worship of Sri Guru) 
•Transcendental sound vibration. 

2) Srila Prabhupada's books 
and those of the previous achar- 
yas are useless for acquiring spir- 
itual knowledge: 

"You may say, "Oh I have 
read their books; I have their 
association." That won't help 
you [...] You cannot understand 
what they have said merely by 
reading their books." 
(GGS, The Process of Inquiry, chapter 6) 

3) Srila Prabhupada's philoso- 
phy is incomplete and limited by 
time, while GGS is bringing eter- 
nal, higher philosophy: 

"Similarly, you cannot un- 
derstand why Prabhupada said 
what he did. Tat-kalika, at that 
time it was needed. But not 
for all time. He was laying the 
foundation. [...] So I have taken 
up this task: now the time has 
come we'll teach all this higher 
philosophy. Prabhupada left it 
in a seed form. [...] He did what 
was needed for them at that 
particular time." 
(GGS, My Revered Spiritual Master, chap- 
ter 12). 



"Neither the GBC nor the IRM 
seems to have understood that in- 
stead of fighting each other, both 
parties should sit down together 
[...] There may be mistakes in the 
GBC, but the IRM has its errors, too, 
for the very reason that it does not 
go on san kirtan on a large scale 
but instead wastes its time by crit- 
icizing the GBC. [...] you're getting 
off the track [...] concentrate on 
the essence, which gets lost due to 
the fighting between GBC and IRM!"

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The GBC's supreme hypocrisy - Part 1 



The GBC takes two diametri- 
cally opposite positions de- 
pending on which guru they are 
dealing with (we present more 
evidence of this technique of si- 
multaneously holding two con- 
tradictory positions on page 13). 
When fending off rival guru chal- 
lengers from outside ISKCON, in 
particular HH Narayana Maharaja 
("NM") from the Gaudiya Matha, 
the GBC urge us to take shelter of 
Srila Prabhupada, with his phys- 
ical absence not being a handi- 
cap. However, when it comes to 
the necessity of accepting one of 
ISKCON's "living gurus", then the 
GBC claims that it is not sufficient 
to take shelter of Srila Prabhupada 
as he is physically absent! 

The GBC's recent paper re- 
sponding to NM's claims that Srila 
Prabhupada had instructed him in 
an October 1977 conversation to 
guide ISKCON (claims incidental- 
ly which the IRM debunked near- 
ly 10 years ago (http://bit.ly/96s0iU), 
and which the GBC have only 
now woken up to address), offers 
more evidence of the GBC's hy- 
pocrisy. All quotes in the paneled 
boxes will be taken from this pa- 
per, which was issued by the GBC 
Executive Committee in March 2010. 

The GBC's absent evidence 

"It needs to be carefully noted, 
however, that above and be- 
yond all this, we must also give 
due consideration to what Srila 
Prabhupada did not say. At no 
time did he convey to his direct- 
ly trained leaders the directions 
Narayana Maharaja claims that 
Prabhupada gave him." 

Similarly at no time did Srila 
Prabhupada state that: 

a) The ritvik system of initia- 
tion set up by him for ISKCON on 
July 9th, 1977, was to be disband- 
ed 4 months later on his depar- 
ture. 

b) Those appointed as ritviks 



were to magically metamorphise 
into diksha gurus. 

c) The GBC has the authority 
to create diksha gurus by voting 
them in. 

d) The GBC was to change 
how ISKCON was being run 
and managed during Srila 
Prabhupada's presence, or that 
only the system of initiations was 
to change. 

e) That ISKCON could be 
based on secularisation, commer- 
cialisation and Hinduisation. 

Thus, ISKCON's whole exist- 
ence today is based on what Srila 
Prabhupada did not say. 

Incompatible philosophy 

"Indeed, the directions Narayana 
Maharaja claims to have re- 
ceived are more than merely 
absent from the record: they 
are incompatible with directions 
and guidelines Prabhupada 
himself had instilled in his lead- 



Similarly: 

a) The concoction that on 
May 28th, 1977, Srila Prabhupada 
was authorising 11 ritviks to be- 
come "regular" diksha gurus is in- 
compatible with the warning he 
gave just the day before against 
his disciples attempting to be- 
come diksha gurus: 

Bhavananda: "There will be 
men, I know. There will be men 
who want to try and pose them- 
selves as guru." 

Tamala Krsna: "That was 
going on many years ago. Your 
Godbrothers were thinking like 
that. Madhava Maharaja..." 

Bhavananda: "Oh, yes. Oh, 
ready to jump." 

Srila Prabhupada: "Very 
strong management required and 
vigilant observation." 
(Conversation, May 27th, 1977) 

b) The concoction that Srila 



Prabhupada was authorising all 
his disciples to become diksha 
guru successors is incompatible 
with the ritvik system of initia- 
tion he actually did authorise for 
ISKCON. 

c) That parampara diksha gu- 
rus are subject to discipline by a 
management body, and that they 
can also fall down into gross sense 
gratification and preaching phi- 
losophy against the teachings of 
Srila Prabhupada, is incompatible 
with Srila Prabhupada's teachings 
on guru-tattva. 

And so on - please see all pre- 
vious BTP issues and the IRM's po- 
sition papers! (www.iskconirm.com) 

Final instructions 

"Prabhupada offered us some 
parting directions early in his fi- 
nal year: 

'Stick to our principle, and see 
our GBC is very alert. Then eve- 
rything will go on, even I am not 
present. Do that. That is my re- 
quest. Whatever little I have 
taught you, follow that, and no- 
body will be aggrieved. No 
maya will touch you. Now Krsna 
has given us, and there will be 
no scarcity of money. You print 
book and sell. So everything is 
there. We have got good shel- 
ter all over the world. We have 
got income. You stick to our prin- 
ciples, follow the. . . Even if I die 
suddenly, you'll be able to man- 
age. That's all'. 

(Room conversation, Bombay, 
April 22,1977)." 

The GBC admits that the 
above constitutes "parting" direc- 
tions, and that everything could 
easily be managed from that 
point on, even if Srila Prabhupada 
departed, simply by continu- 
ing in the same way, without 
any change. This is the same "no 
change" philosophy given by the 
IRM (http://bit.ly/bv6F7f). 




Unreliable witness 

The GBC rejects NM's recollec- 
tions because they have: 

"compared it carefully with the 
record of the events." 

1) The GBC are more than 
happy to challenge NM's recollec- 
tions when it threatens their po- 
sition, but they were more than 
happy to blindly accept his rec- 
ollections in the ISKCON Journal 
1990 interview where he gave an 
account, without any evidence, 
regarding what Srila Prabhupada 
has supposedly told him about 
ritviks. So if NM says something 
which supports the GBC's agen- 
da, he can be trusted blindly, oth- 
erwise the GBC suddenly discover 
the need for"evidence"! 

2) And we have also com- 
pared what the GBC claim in re- 
gards to their unauthorised guru 
system, and other teachings, with 
the "record of events", and again 
there is no match! 

Conclusion 

"Clearly, the IRM would be dis- 
loyal to Srila Prabhupada himself 
were we to accept the GBC's asser- 
tions about their position in rela- 
tion to Prabhupada's disciples and 
ISKCON. We must reject those as- 
sertions." 

The above is the conclusion 
from the GBC paper, with "GBC" 
and "NM" simply interchanged 
with "IRM" and "GBC"! There is no 
better way to highlight the GBC's 
supreme hypocrisy and how such 
hypocrisy can be used to easi- 
ly defeat their own unauthorised 
philosophies.

Maximum worship, minimum 
work 

In the BTP 24 article'The Divinity 
Delusion", we cited ISKCON GBC 
voted-in guru HH Bhakti Vikash 
Swami ("BVKS") claiming he 
should be worshipped as good as 
God almighty simply because, like 
any new bhakta (devotee) who 
joins ISKCON, he will tell people 
to follow Srila Prabhupada: 

"My Vyasa-puja [...] So you 
may think, well, what is my 
qualification to accept the hon- 
our and affection that you are 
offering to me [...] Well, that is 
my qualification, that if I can 
glorify Prabhupada then that's 
the qualification ...actually, the 
er... I'm not qualified, intrinsi- 
cally, but qualified because I 
can point, "here is Prabhupada, 
and follow his instructions, and 
ask you to have faith in what 
Srila Prabhupada has given." 
(BVKS, "Vyasa-Puja" Lecture, Tirupati, 
January 5th, 2008) 

In fact, this philosophy of "act 
like a bhakta, get worshipped as 
a guru" was preached nearly two 
decades prior by the man respon- 
sible for "The Great Guru Hoax, 
Part 2" (the current GBC guru sys- 
tem), HG Ravindra Svarupa Das 
("RSD"). RSD claimed that Srila 
Prabhupada actually delivers di- 
vya-jnana (transcendental knowl- 
edge), and one can become a 
GBC-elected successor guru sim- 
ply by claiming the credit for de- 
livering this divya-jnana oneself!: 
"For example a spiritu- 
al master may instruct a disci- 
ple, "Make sure you read Srila 
Prabhupada's books for two 
hours every day..." - then he's 
giving divya-jnana. He can do 
it this way. He need not be able 
to write those books, but if he 
keep his students reading the 
books, and he makes sure they 
understand what they read, 
then he's giving divya-jnana." 
(Ravindra Svarupa Das, Vaisnava Institute 
for Higher Education, January 21st, 1990, 



Vrindavan, published in ISKCON Journal, 
1990). 

An ISKCON guru is now no dif- 
ferent to any bhakta who distrib- 
utes books. 

ISKCON's guru hoaxers are 
happy to let Srila Prabhupada 
do all the hard work of giving di- 
vya-jnana and delivering disci- 
ples, while they take all the wor- 
ship and credit - and they open- 
ly admit it! 

ISKCON leader set in concrete 

ISKCON UK congregational 
preaching director HG Kripamoya 
Das ("KMD") has again argued 
that due to the need for "... re- 
buke, correction, and ongo- 
ing guidance", the diksha, or in- 
itiating, guru must be: "in Srila 
Prabhupada's own words: 'con- 
crete/ 'appearing before the 
physical senses of the disciple,' 
and someone to whom the dis- 
ciple can surrender in person." 
(both quotes from The Vaishnava Voice, 
April 4th, 2010) 

As we have documented in 
previous issues of BTP, KMD con- 
tinues to falsely attribute to Srila 
Prabhupada his philosophical mis- 
conception that the guru must be 
physically present before the dis- 
ciple in order to act as the disci- 
ple's guru. Let us examine the first 
quotation KMD alludes to: 

"Not that in air you make 
a spiritual master. You make a 
spiritual master concrete." 
(Srila Prabhupada Conversation, September 
23rd, 1969) 

Here all Srila Prabhupada is 
saying is that you cannot fab- 
ricate a spiritual master out of 
the air. Is KMD arguing that Srila 
Prabhupada is a fabrication? If so, 
he has been the disciple of an im- 
aginary guru for the past 33 years! 

Regarding the guru "appear- 
ing before the physical senses of 
the disciple", KMD later confessed: 

"I will admit to being unable 
to find the specific quote I want- 
ed." (HG Kripamoya Das, June 10th, 2010) 



As for the need for "rebuke", 
"correction" and "ongoing guid- 
ance", KMD contradicts himself, 
since he has admitted that he him- 
self was never rebuked, correct- 
ed or guided by Srila Prabhupada 
when he was physically present!: 

"you (Srila Prabhupada) re- 
plied "Jaya" [...] That was the 
only word you said to me direct- 
ly [...] One word spoken thirty 
years previously". 
(HG Kripamoya Das, Vyasa-Puja offering to 
Srila Prabhupada, 2007)

However, just 2 years later, the 
GBC claimed (correctly) that Srila 
Prabhupada stating we must ac- 
cept the "immediate next achar- 
ya" means that Srila Prabhupada 
is the current acharya, not a pre- 
vious acharya: 

"Srila Prabhupada said in a 
Srimad-Bhagavatam lecture giv- 
en in Los Angeles on December 
8,1973: 

"You cannot imagine what my 
spiritual master said. Or even if you 
read some books, you cannot un- 
derstand unless you understand it 
from me. This is called parampara 
system. You cannot jump over 
to the superior guru, neglecting 
the next acarya, immediate next 
acarya." 

This would mean that in an- 
swering any difficult question, 
where there are apparent con- 
tradictions that cannot be easi- 
ly resolved, our primary resource 
should be the words of Srila 
Prabhupada — our "immediate 
next acarya." [...] . If we were capa- 
ble of independently absorbing 
sasfra, why did Srila Prabhupada 
write purports to all of his transla- 
tions? So the first resource should 
be Srila Prabhupada's words." 
(Drutakarma Das, GBC Sastric Advisory 
Council member, The Origin of the Siva, 
2000) 

Thus, depending on their 
agenda, and which conclusion 
they seek to prove, the GBC have 
no problem in shamelessly turn- 
ing Srila Prabhupada's teachings 
on their head - claiming he is 
not the "next immediate acarya!' 
when it comes to preserving their 
own illegal status as self-appoint- 
ed successor hoaxer gurus, but 
claiming the exact opposite when 
arguing a different issue.

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Disorder over the non-existent order 



We review here the different 
claims given by the guru 
hoaxers historically to justify why 
they are entitled to replace Srila 
Prabhupada as the diksha guru 
of ISKCON, noting that over the 
years they have invented at least 
5 types of different "orders" to try 
and justify their guru hoax. 

1. The ritvik order 

As we have documented ex- 
tensively in previous issues, ini- 
tially, following Srila Prabhupada's 
disappearance in 1977, it was 
claimed that Srila Prabhupada 
had given a "ritvik-guru" order, 
where 11 persons would become 
successor gurus, due to being ap- 
pointed as ritviks. Subsequently, 
it was admitted by the GBC that 
the guru system which resulted 
from this "ritvik-guru" order was 
a hoax, which we call "The Great 
Guru Hoax, Part 1." 

2. The general order 

The GBC then switched tack, 
and launched "The Great Guru 
Hoax, Part 2", by claiming that 
rather than an order given only 
for 1 1 persons to be successor gu- 
rus, Srila Prabhupada had actual- 
ly authorised every single one of 
his disciples to become guru, sim- 
ply by repeating Lord Chaitanya's 
order to "become guru" from 
Caitanya-caritamrta, Madhya-Lila, 
7:1 28 ("amara ajanya guru hana"). 
However, the guru hoaxers them- 
selves have accepted the IRM's 
position that this order does not 
actually authorise diksha guru 
successors: 

"Instruct everyone to follow 
the orders of Lord Krishna as 
they are given in Bhagavad Cita 
and Srimad Bhagavatam. In this 
way, become a spiritual master 
and try to liberate everyone in 
this land." (Madhya Lila, 7:128). 
These statements by Srila 
Prabhupada and Sri Caitanya 
Mahaprabhu certainly cannot 
be applied to the first mean- 



ing of acharya as given above. 
NEITHER CAN IT BE APPLIED 
TO THE THIRD MEANING (one 
who INITIATES), since Srila 
Prabhupada did in fact direct- 
ly appoint 11 acharyas as will 
clearly be shown." 
(HH Tamal Krishna Goswami, late guru and 
GBC, Letter to Upananda Das, 13/12/1978) 

"Thus the "four cases" you 
mentioned (involving the "be- 
come guru" order) would not 
apply to such a primary guru- 
disciple relationship, on the lev- 
el of siksha or diksha." 
(HH Hridayananda Das Goswami, guru and 
GBC Emeritus, August 13th, 1997. The full 
exchange can be viewed at: 
www.iskconirm.com/hrdayananda mas- 
ter of evasion.htm) 

"Srila Prabhupada writes, 
"It is best not to accept any dis- 
ciples." [Cc. Madhya 7.130, pur- 
port). Based on this warning 
it could be assumed that the 
words "guru hana" means be- 
come a siksa-guru. In the first 
line of Cc. Madhya 7.128, Sri 
Caitanya Mahaprabhu says 
whomever you meet; tell them 
about Krishna... this also refers 
to siksha." 

(His Holiness Partha Sarathi Das 
Goswami, ISKCON GBC voted-in guru, 
http://www.psdgoswami.com/joss56. 
htm, archived February 23rd, 2010) 

3. The "waiting" order 

With the failure of the"general 
order"approach, some guru hoax- 
ers have taken shelter in certain 
quotes, wherein they claim Srila 
Prabhupada is clearly speaking of 
authorising some diksha guru suc- 
cessors in the future. Below are 
some examples of these quotes: 

"Don't become premature ach- 
arya. First of all follow the orders 
of acharya, and you become ma- 
ture. Then it is better to become 
acharya. Because we are interest- 
ed in preparing acharya, but the et- 
iquette is at least for the period the 
guru is present, one should not be- 
come acharya." 



(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, April 6th, 1975) 
"/ shall choose some guru. I 
shall say, "Now you become achar- 
ya. You become authorized." I am 
waiting for that. You become all 
acharya. I retire completely. But the 
training must be complete." 
(Srila Prabhupada Room Conversation, 
April 22nd, 1977) 

"When I order you become guru 
he becomes regular guru. That's all. 
He becomes disciple of my disciple." 
(Srila Prabhupada Room Conversation, May 
28th, 1977) 

1) This approach complete- 
ly contradicts the "general order" 
approach, for having told us that 
Srila Prabhupada had already au- 
thorised everyone to be diksha 
guru successor, we are told that 
actually Srila Prabhupada still 
needed to personally authorise 
such gurus. 

2) More importantly, it can 
easily be tested if the above 
quotes are actually evidence of 
Srila Prabhupada stating he will 
be authorising diksha guru suc- 
cessors, by simply seeing if Srila 
Prabhupada actually did this! Yet, 
33 years on, no one to date has 
presented the subsequent ac- 
tion of Srila Prabhupada authoris- 
ing these diksha gurus, which he 
had supposedly announced earli- 
er. As noted, initially, it was false- 
ly claimed that the "ritvik-guru" 
order was this subsequent diksha 
guru authorisation. 

4. The secret order 

With the failure of 3 previous 
approaches to justify guru suc- 
cession, and with no "guru or- 
der" appearing out of the wood- 
work, some guru hoaxers, in des- 
peration, have simply invent- 
ed their own guru orders. Thus 
having happily participated with 
the original "hoax order" in 1978, 
and seen its failure, some hoax- 
ers have mysteriously "remem- 
bered" many years later that Srila 
Prabhupada had actually per- 
sonally ordered them to be dik- 



sha guru successors! And further, 
this order was given in "secret" or 
"whispered", and this is why no 
one else in ISKCON knew of the 
existence of these orders. Indeed, 
so secret were these orders, that 
as stated, even the recipients did 
not know of the existence of these 
orders until they were magical- 
ly "unlocked" in their memories 
many years later! 

5. The assumed order 

Given the abject failure over 
33 years to try to drum up a 
guru succession order from Srila 
Prabhupada, the GBC's latest ap- 
proach is to simply throw in the 
towel, and finally accept that such 
an explicit order does not actually 
exist. Rather, in lieu of such an or- 
der from Srila Prabhupada, as we 
documented in the BTP 17 article 
"GBC guru bombshell" the GBC 
now simply assumes that Srila 
Prabhupada must have somehow 
"implicitly intended" diksha guru 
successors! 

Conclusion 

In addition to ISKCON's cur- 
rent guru system not having any 
order from Srila Prabhupada to 
justify its existence, the GBC's of- 
ficial "brain", the "Sastric Advisory 
Council" (SAC), has said that the 
process by which it does author- 
ise gurus, via voting them in, is 
not based on "guru, sadhu and 
sastra": 

"Our present system has in- 
stitutionalized a process of sen- 
ior devotees voting or offering 
no-objection to prospective gu- 
rus. But we do not find that 
this institutionalized blessing- 
seeking process is mentioned 
by guru, sadhu or sastra as the 
way that one is authorized to 
become a guru." 
{Balancing the roles of the GBC and the disci- 
ple in Guru selection, SAC) 

So from every angle, ISKCON's 
current guru system is basically a 
big unauthorised hoax!

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The illusion of freedom - Part 2 



In the BTP 27 article "The illu- 
sion of freedom", we showed 
via a case study of ISKCON GBC 
guru hoaxer HH Sivarama Swami, 
how on the one hand ISKCON 
preaches the importance of edu- 
cation, independent thinking and 
"spiritual science" based on Srila 
Prabhupada's teachings, in order 
to engender a sense of intellectu- 
al freedom, but on the other hand 
ruthlessly enforces censorship, 
sanctions and excommunication 
on those who preach that Srila 
Prabhupada istheguru of ISKCON 
based on this very same "spiritu- 
al science". Thus such"freedom"is 
indeed an illusion. 

Freedom of speech 

Another classic example of 
this illusion emerged recently 
with ISKCON losing a legal case 
in the state of California, and its 
Director of Communications la- 
menting the resultant chilling ef- 
fect on freedom of speech that 
the Court's ruling may have: 

"We feel that the court erred 
in departing from the histori- 
cal understanding of protected 
speech, producing an inconsist- 
ent view of the First Amendment 
that may have a chilling effect 
on freedom of speech general- 
ly/ he said in a statement issued 
in Los Angeles." 

(Anuttama Das, ISKCON Director of 
Communications, quoted in 'Barred from 
Airport, Hare Krishnas to spread message 
elsewhere' article, March 30th, 2010) 

The case revolved around the 
right for ISKCON to solicit dona- 
tions at LAX Airport in Los Angeles. 
The irony of this will not be lost on 
our regular readers, who may re- 
call one letter we received from a 
devotee named Urvasi Devi Dasi, 
published in BTP 15, where she 
complained that distributing BTPs 
at the public ISKCON Rathayatra 
festival was provocative, and that 
we should organise our own festi- 



vals and distribute there instead. 
We replied as follows: 

"Even if our actions do pro- 
voke others, that cannot be 
justification for us not con- 
tinuing. Just like many peo- 
ple do not like us distribut- 
ing Srila Prabhupada's books 
in airports either. Should we 
also go and have "our own air- 
ports" in that case?! According 
to your twisted logic if devotees 
get attacked by fundamentalist 
Christians whilst distributing 
books, it was their fault!" 

Our comment about be- 
ing attacked while distributing 
books was made in reference to 
IRM devotees being physically at- 
tacked by ISKCON members, in- 
cluding ISKCON GBC guru hoaxer 
Ravindra Svarupa Das (see picture 
above), which was captured on 
film and is viewable from the IRM 
homepage (www.iskconirm.com). 

Afraid of the devotees 

Other examples of ISKCON's 
illusion of freedom include an- 
other ISKCON guru hoaxer, HH 
Indradyumna Swami ("IDS"), 
pompously citing former U.S. 
President John F. Kennedy in his 
"Diary of a Travelling Preacher" 
that: 

"A nation that is afraid to let 
its people judge the truth and 
falsehood of ideas in an open 
market is a nation that is afraid 
of its people." 

to protest those trying to 
thwart ISKCON in Poland. 

But, when it comes to the IRM, 
IDS does not believe that our ide- 
as should be shown the same 
openness: 

"So, if you get something on e- 
mail, you say, "My guru has not 
fallen. [...] So you just take this 
letter and throw it in a window." 

(IDS, "Attack on ISKCON" Lecture, Moscow, 
28/11/1998) 



"May I ask a question: are you 
into to Ritvik philosophy? 
[...] I don't mind replying to 
strengthen your faith in an ex- 
isting process, but I would be 
hestitent to gradually enter 
into a debate if you have any 
leanings towards Ritvik." 
(IDS E-mail to inquiry about ritvik philoso- 
phy, 28/6/2005) 

Force over philosophy 

A more fanatical example of 
this destructive cult-like response 
to philosophical challenges to 
ISKCON's guru system, while pay- 
ing lip service to the need for in- 
tellectual freedom and integri- 
ty, is from GBC apologist, mem- 
ber of ISKCON's "Sastric Advisory 
Council", and ISKCON author 
Drutakarma Das ("DKD"), who 
complained in a book he co-au- 
thored on fossilised bones that: 

"there exists in the scientif- 
ic community a knowledge fil- 
ter that screens out unwelcome 
evidence [...] In addition to the 
general process of knowledge 
filtration, there also appear to 
be cases of more direct sup- 
pression." 

(Drutakarma Das, 'Introduction and 
Acknowledgements', March 26th, 1994, 
The Hidden History of the Human Race) 

But when it comes to evidence 
presented by the IRM that clear- 
ly shows that Srila Prabhupada 
did not appoint any guru succes- 
sors, DKD's response is that force 
should be chosen over philoso- 
phy: 

"In every way possible, this 
offensive and concocted infec- 
tion should be removed from 
ISKCON's body. It is a disease 
and it needs to be treated with 
strong medicine. [...] Absolutely 
rejecting the rtvik heresy and 
imposing sanctions on those 
who try to promote it with- 
in ISKCON is the most merciful

thing that ISKCON can do for 
these misguided people." 

(DKD, 'Some Thoughts on the Rtvik Heresy' 
(No. 1), September 1998) 

"ISKCON needs to institute 
a thorough program of rtvik 
cleansing." 

(DKD, 'Some Thoughts on the Rtvik Heresy' 
(No. 2), September 1998) 

"I advocate kicking them 
(ritviks) out right away" 
(DKD, 'Krishnakant Desai, All Bluff and No 
Stuff', November 1998) 

Clearly, when it comes to 
the IRM's indisputable evidence 
of Srila Prabhupada never hav- 
ing authorised guru successors, 
the ISKCON GBC apologists don't 
even bother with the more subtle 
scientific techniques of "knowl- 
edge filtration", preferring instead 
an all-out Nazi-style propaganda 
war, replete with references to "in- 
fection", "disease" and "cleansing". 
And yet, in true Orwellian dou- 
blethink style, just as and when 
it suits their agenda, they will 
also agree with the IRM that Srila 
Prabhupada is the current guru 
as well! (Please see the QNN item 
"Same quote, opposite conclu- 
sion"on page 13). 

Conclusion 

There is an ancient Chinese 
proverb that says: "He who 
clenches fist has already lost the 
argument." ISKCON, therefore, has 
lost its argument. In addition, 
ISKCON is "afraid of its people" (as 
IDS above quotes JFK), but pre- 
tends that it is a scholarly, philo- 
sophical movement whose mem- 
bers are being trained to preach.

The GBC's supreme hypocrisy - Part 2 

elow we see one ISKCON GBC voted-in guru, HH Gour Govinda Swami ("GGS"), reply to a direct question about whether he had received 
1 specific authorisation from Srila Prabhupada to initiate disciples for himself (and thereby act as a successor to Srila Prabhupada): 



Devotee 2: "Do you have a letter from Prabhupada saying he wanted you to initiate disciples?" 

Gour Govinda Swami: "Yes. He told me here, in that room where Prabhupada stayed in 1977. Prabhupada threw all the devotees out, 
called me in, and whispered in my ear, "Gour Govinda, this will be one of the best centres in ISKCON. Stay here. You should accept 
disciples, otherwise how will you manage?" I kept that in my heart until the first GBC meeting when they were selecting gurus. When 
I told them Prabhupada's instructions, they wanted proof. So I shared the letter where Prabhupada wrote, "...under your leadership..." 
Still, they would not permit me. I had to fight." (Darshan, Bhubaneswar, April 1989, published in My Revered Spiritual Master, chapter 7, p.58). 





1. The GBC did not find GGS's claim of a secret whisper believable. They wanted hard evidence of this alleged authorisation. 

2. As "proof "of this alleged authorisation, GGS then presented the GBC with a letter he received from Srila Prabhupada's secretary while 
he (GGS) was still a brahmachari disciple. The letter stated: 



"At the same time there you can invite the local people and speak our philosophy by explaining the Purports of Srila Prabhupada's 
books in Oriya Language; and gradually the local people will join. In this way we can develop a nice center in Orissa under your 
leadership. The idea is that the Hindi translating work will go on, the teaching of Hindi to the foreigners will go on, and at the same 
time we can open a center in Orissa under your leadership. This is Srila Prabhupad's idea, and if you like it, you can come down to 
Mayapur, and we shall do the needful". 
(Letter from Brahmananda Swami [Personal Secretary] on behalf of Srila Prabhupada to GourGopalananda Das, October 7th, 1974. Approved "ACBS" [signature]) 



3. Seeing that the letter simply stated that an ISKCON centre would be opened "under the leadership" of GGS, with no mention of him 
being a guru, the GBC rejected GGS's claim of being "authorised" and did not permit him to join their guru club.

4. Having initially rejected GGS as a guru, due to GGS not being authorised by Srila Prabhupada, the GBC later gave in and "empowered" 
GGS to guru status and later sainthood with the following resolutions: 



"Gaura Govinda Swami is empowered to begin giving Diksa initiations, pending the approval of a 3-man committee appointed by 
the GBC Body." (GBC Resolution, February 28th, 198S). 

"WHEREAS HH Gour Govinda Maharaja was a great devotee of Lord Caitanya Mahaprabhu and Srila Prabhupada [...] THEREFORE it 
is resolved that the disappearance day of HH Gour Govinda Maharaja be observed on the ISKCON GBC and BBT Calendar every year." 

(GBC Resolution 704, 1996) 




Hypocrisy of the GBC 



The above series of events simply highlights the sheer hypocrisy of the GBC in that they initially refused to appoint GGS as a guru due to 
his not being authorised by Srila Prabhupada, but later, due to political expediency, they were happy to "empower" him (and many dozen 
others) to guru status, even though the same lack of authorisation remained.
